In law there is do better principle set- 
tled than that no man sihall be Judge in his own case; this 
is an nnWersal rule; and under this recogniied rule it was 
clearly illep.il— a- illcijal as dishonest— lor Mr. Lee to 
act, .... and from these it necessarily follows that Judge 
Cantrill it not ttie nominee of the Democntlir party; and 
it also follcws fhnt those delegates who did not participate 
in his nomination are not bolters, but constituted a ma- 
jority of the legal Convention."
